“The FBI has comb ed b oth sides 
of the street,” said Chief Kirwin, 
“checking, people who were in 
stores, b ut no one was found who 
saw it.” 
The possib ility was not ruled 
out that some eyewitness hesi­ 
tated to come forth with informa­ 
tion in fear of reprisals—like the 
killing in Brooklyn of Arnold 
Schuster after he “fingered” Wil­ 
lie Sutton, now on trial for b ank 
rob b ery. 
The truck driv er and his two 
guards were questioned until far 
into the night b y FBI agents and 
state police b efore b eing permit­ 
ted to go to their homes.

An Old Friend Is Back 
T IKE th e winter robins wh o nev er go away 
y et alway s create a stir wh en th ey ’re 
seen, an old friend wh o nev er went away is 
being pointed ou t once more as a newcomer. 
Sales resistance is back. 
No one ev er can be su re wh at sales re­ 
sistance really is. Th e only point of certainty 
is th e effect of sales resistance. Sales cease 
to be brisk. 
Wh eth er th ey cea.se to be brisk becau se of 
lack of desire or lack of means to satisfy de­ 
sire is alway s dealt with as a moot qu estion. 
It is in th at sense th e same as th e qu ibble 
ov er wh eth er ov erprodu ction or u ndercon­ 
su mption cau ses slu mps. 
Bu t on th e fact of th e matter, it looks as 
if sales resistance cou ld be traced more di­ 
rectly to lack of means th an to lack of desire. 
Th is seems to be tru e becau se th e resistance 
alway s sh ows a tendency to be u niv ersal.

Th e 
last was in th e coal strike of 1950 wh en a 
nu mber of temporary inju nctions were issu ed. 
Th e strike was settled before th e Department 
cf Ju stice obtained th e 8 0-day inju nction for 
wh ich it h ad applied. 
If th e inju nction meth od finally mu st be 
u sed to av ert th e catastroph e of a steel strike, 
th e presidential board of inqu iry th en wou ld 
prepare and su bmit,recommendations for a 
settlement Wh eth er th ese recommendations 
wou ld be su bstantially different from th ose 
made by WSB is indeterminate. 
In any ^v ent, th e recommendations wou ld 
not be compu lsory .

gu ish ed Americans h av e or­ 
ganized a sponsoring committee 
“to commemorate th e 35th an­ 
niv ersary of th e Ru ssian demo­ 
cratic rev olu tion” 
(March 
12, 
19 17). 
No democratic rev olu tion oc­ 
cu rred in Ru ssia on any su ch 
date or ev er. It is astonish ing 
h ow a committee containing some 
o f th e besit names in America 
can be pu lled togeth er by some­ 
one to commemorate someth ing 
th at nev er h appened. 
Th e Ru ssian rev olu tion started 
with a palace u prising, following 
strikes and riots in St. Peters­ 
bu rg (now Leningrad) on March 
8 , 1917. On March 12, a prov ision­ 
al gov ernment was establish ed 
h eaded by Prince Lv ov , wh o was 
a bridge between th e old regime 
and th e middle class grou ps th at 
took office. Among th em were 
Prof. Pau l Miliu kov and Alex ­ 
ander Kerensky , th e only Dem­ 
ocrats in th e grou p. 
Th ere was no elected gov ern­ 
ment, no nationwide ex pression 
of th e people. Wh en th e Tzar 
abdicated on March 15, it was 
not to th is gov ernment, birt to 
h is broth er, Mich ael, wh o recog­ 
nized th e prov isional gov ern­ 
ment and qu it.

I wou nd u p with no employ ment, 
and after su rgery and eonv aie- 
scene th ere followed a period of 
disablement, du ring wh ich I lost 
my h ome and fu rnitu re. AU th is 
at a time wh en I was least able 
to cope with th e situ ation.” 
Th is letter iUu strates ;v h at a 
terrible problem backach e can 
be, and ev en wh en it does not 
dev elop along su ch disastrou s 
lines, th is common affliction is 
responsible for mu ch mental as 
well as ph y sical distress. 
Th e problem of backach e is 
first to make a diagnosis since 
th ere are many possible cau ses 
and second, to ou tline th e treat­ 
ment wh ich is most likely to 
bring relief.

bones of th e spine all may pro­ 
du ce backach e. Bad postu re can 
accou nt for pain in th e back. One 
leg sh orter th an th e oth er, flat 
feet; and bad seating belong in 
th is grou p. 
Sometimes backach e may come 
from a defectiv e stru ctu re wh ich 
was present at birth bu t wh ich 
did not produ ce sy mptoms for 
many y ears. Diseases of th e spine, 
inclu ding all th e v ariou s forms 
of 
arth ritis, 
tu bercu losis 
and 
oth er 
infections, can produ ce 
backach e as th eir main sy mp­ 
tom. Tu mors in or near th e back 
may be responsible. 
Until th e cau se of a backach e 
h as been fou nd th e proper treat­ 
ment cannot be started. Ph y sical 
ex amination and ex amination of 
th e nerv es -is necessary . X-ray 
ex amination of th e spine is gen- 
eraUy essential. 
Heat, massage, ex ercises, su p­ 
port by means of corsets or 
braces and bandages, rest u nder 
fav orable 
circu mstances, 
and 
similar measu res are all part of 
th e treatment for certain kinds 
of backach e. 
If th o trou ble is in a joint, an 
operation may be necessary to 
fu se th e bone. Wh en th ere is a 
ru ptu red disk between th e'spinal 
bones or a tu mor, su rgery may 
be th e only way to bring relief. 
Certain kinds of backach e ap­ 
pear to be made worse by mat­ 
tresses or beds wh ich are too 
soft. For th is reason treatment 
often inclu des th e u se o f a hard 
mattress or a board inserted be­ 
tween th e mattress and th e box 
spring.

Painless Life 
Possible For 
Cancer Relief 


BOSTON (AP)—A way of mak­ 
ing life painless is being stu died 
here, as an aid for cancer su f­ 
ferers. 
Deep in the center of the brain 
is a spot which scientists believ e 
the crossroads of pain 
path­ 
way s, for most pain y ou feel. 
Here at Massachu setts General 
Hospital, scientists are experi­ 
menting with an electric needle. 
They plan to push it into this 
point in the brain, and destroy 
the crossroads with an electric 
spark. 
Destroy ing it wou ld apparently 
mean freedom from pain, a god­ 
send for many cancer patients. 
The electric needle method has 
been tried so far on monkey s, 
preparatory to hu man trials, said 
Dr. William H. Sweet, neu rosu r­ 
geon. 
Apparently , he said, this 
method 
cou ld kill pain easily , 
withou t changing personality . 
Pain can be stopped by cu tting 
the nerv es in the front of the 
brain in an operation called pre- 
frontal lobotomy , bu t this often 
brings bad personality changes. 
If the needle method works, a 
person might feel no pain from 
almost any thing. Complete free­ 
dom from pain cou ld be bad for 
normal hu mans—y ou cou ldn’t, for 
example, know that y ou were 
bu rning 
y ou r fingers with 
lighted match. 
The pain-relief stu dies 
were 
reported du ring a news tou r of 
cancer centers in eight cities, 
Sponsored by the American Can­ 
cer Society .
